Sightseeing attractions include Mount Lawes (panoramic 
views from the radio station at approximately 250 metres), 
and the Laloki, Brown, Vanapa and Kuriva Rivers. 


Collection of interesting rain forest insects is assured 
in the Brown River area. Lepidoptera, Coleoptera, Diptera and 
Hymenoptera are conspicuous. 


Tour 2 — Sogeri Plateau.

Gazelle Peninsula

volcanoes (one active), Kokopo on the opposite shore of Blanche 
Bay, Toma Ridge with panoramic views of the area, the lowlands 
Agricultural Experiment Station at Keravat and, nearby, Vudal 
Agricultural College and the Vudal forest area. There are also 
many picturesque coastal villages and relics of World War II 
on the Gazelle Peninsula. 


Popondetta = Kokoda 
Tour 1 = Plantations 

There will be opportunities to pay visits to the following 
plantation crops = rubber, cacao, coffee and coconuts in the 
general area of Oro Bay (40 miles south East of Popondetta) to

General collecting in plantations is usually very good, 
Tour 2 — Mt. Lamington. 


Mt. Lamington (ca. 5,600 ft.) is an active volcano 
Situated some 12 miles from Popondetta. It erupted 
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violently in 1951 with great loss of life (approximately 
4,000 people) and devastation of country. There will be 

an opportunity to collect at varying heights (up to 5,400 
ft.) and in different habitats - kunae grassland, primary and 
secondary rainforest. 


Tour 4 = Kokoda Valley 


This tour follows the scene of the fierce fighting 
between Japanese and Australian forces during 1942/43. 
The tour will commence at Popondetta and proceed to the 
Kamusi River, Oivi Ridge, Kokoda and Como Creek Crossing.

REQUESTS FOR RESEARCH MATERIAL AND HELP 
Diseases of Lepidopterous Larvae 


We -have been requested by Dr. Ronald H. Goodwin 
of the USDA Insect Pathology Laboratory near Washington, 
who has done much work on Australian insect pathogens, 
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to seek the help of entomologists to keep a look out for 
diseased larvae of Eucalyptus-feeding Lepidoptera. 

He is anxious to know especially of the field occurrence 
of the field occurrence of virus diseases affecting 
Antheraea eucalypti. <Any diseased larvae, of this or 
other species, would provide useful information. Mr. 
Eric Reed of the Division of Entomology, CSIRO, Canberra, 
has agreed to receive and diagnose any larval diseases 
discovered and pass on the relevant information to Dr. 
Goodwin. Dead or dying larvae should be wrapped in 
cellulose tissue in a suitable small container for despatch. 


Long Distance Dispersal of Insects 


At the Australian Applied Entomological Research 
Conference held at Newport, N.S.W. from 3rd to 7th 
November, 1969 a meeting was held of those interested in 
long distance dispersal of insects. The meeting which was 
chaired by M. D. Murray felt that a useful. purpose would 
be served if those actively interested in this problem within 
Australia were aware of the interest of others, their methods, 
location of collecting sites (particularly regular collecting 
sites) and time of collection. Thus a worker in this field may 
be able to examine collections made by others to obtain data 
relevant to his own particular problem.

INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION FOR BIOLOGICAL CONTROL 


At a meeting of the International Union of Biological 
Sciences held in Amsterdam in November, 1969, plans were 
made for the formation of an “International drganization 
for Biological Control" (IOBC). This will be the successor 
to the “International Organization for Biological Control 
of Pest Organisms" which is largely European in membership. 


The aims of IOBC will be to promote the development of 
biological control and its application in integrated control 
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programmes; to collect, evaluate and disseminate information 
in this field; to promote research, training and coordination 
of effort in biological control, and of public awareness of 

its economic and social importance; and to arrange conferences, 
meetings and symposia. 


Membership of IOBC will be open to both individual 
scientists and to institutions, and fees will be of the order 
of $10.00 pede, including a subscription to ENTOMOPHAGA, 
soon to be substantially expanded,

CONSERVATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


In September the Executive appointed me Convenor of 
the Conservation Committee, with authority to co-opt. 
members. The following have agreed to serve on the 
Committee: Dr. B. Y. Main (W.A.), Mr. M. S. Upton 
ryt Mr. L. S. Willan (N.S.W.), Mr. G. B. Monteith 

Qld), Mr. T. L. Fenner (1T.P.N.G.). 


Previous experience showed that committees with 
scattered membership could become bogged down with 
correspondence, so after discussion it was decided to 
adopt this procedure: 


1 Each Committee member acts as a "watchdog" and dis- 
cusses with the Convenor any conservation matter that 
might concern the Society. 


Ce The Convenor notifies all Committee members of 
matters being considered. Unless a member indicates 

a special interest, each subject is thereafter pursued 
only with committee members resident in the particular 
state or states concerned in it. 


40 In consultation with committee members in that state 
or states, the Convenor may appoint an ad hoc subcommittee 
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(not restricted to Society members) to deal with each matter. 
If possible, this will consist of people who can meet to- 
gether, and will be chaired by the local committee member, 


4. The subcommittee, in consultation with the Convenor, will 
prepare a draft report and recommendations, which will then 

be circulated to all members of the Conservation Committee. 
With their comments incorporated or appended, the report will 
then be submitted by the Convenor to the Executive, who will 
decide what, if any, action the Society should take. 


The following matters have received attention: 


(i) N.S.W Boundaries of Kanangra=Boyd National Park with 
particular reference to conservation of alpine insects, 
especially the Alpine Skipper Butterfly, Oreisplanus munionga,. 
We have been advised that two of the habitats sought have 
been included in the Park, and that the Society might explore 
the possibility of having the others placed in a different 
category of reserve. This 1s being actively pursued.

(ii) W.A. Proposed drainage of Millstream waterhole, 380 miles 
south of Roebourne. On the basis of information obtained by 
B.Y.Main, the Committee concluded that there was no case for 
Society actione However this matter can be reopened if 
entomological or other evidence is forthcoming. 


(iii) Q*ld. Aerial spraying for control of salt marsh 
mosquitoes (Aedes vigilax). In December 1969 Brisbane City 
Council called tenders for ULV aerial spraying of about 8000 
acres adjacent to the mouth of the Brisbane River, As 
Convenor of Australian Entomological Society Conservation 
Committee, 1 called a meeting of entomologists and zoologists 
who had expressed particular concern; 15 attended, including 
the City Council's Chief Health Officer and a representative 
of the Entomological Society of Queensland. Besides useful 
discussion, this allowed coordination of plans for exposing 
test animals at the first spraying on 17th January, 1970. 
Another meeting of the group was held after the second 
spraying. Four sprayings with Dibrom ULY at 1.5 oz. per 
acre took place this summber. A report is in preparation.

TRANSFER OF INSECT TYPES FROM MACLEAY MUSEUM TO AUSTRALIAN 


NATIONAL INSECT COLLECTION 


The Macleay Museum, of the University of Sydney, includes 
a large collection of Australian and exotic insects assembled 
by members of the Macleay family during the last century and 
donated to the University towards its close. This collection 
contains numerous type specimens, especially of Coleoptera, 
as well as specimens from early collecting localities that 
have now been completely altered by urban and rural develop- 
ment over the last hundred years, 


It has been decided to lodge the insect types on 
permanent loan with the Australian National Insect Collection, 
which is housed in the Division of Entomology in Canberra. 
Transfer of the types has been taking place over the past 
several months, and is now about three-quarters completed. 


The types transferred comprise not only holotypes, but 
also paratypes, and syntypes series in the numerous instances 
where single types were not designated. Every specimen 
transferred will bear a distinctive label: "On permanent 
loan from Macleay Museum, University of Sydney". The 
types will be administered by the curators of the National 
Insect Collection in exactly the same manner as its own 
types. They will be entered in the Type Register and will 
be available for consultation by recognised specialists upon 
the same terms. 


it is intended that a full list of the specimens transferred 
will be prepared and published, or at least held available 
for reference in the major museums. In this way it is hoped 
that the attention of taxonomists will be drawn to the 
existence of the types, which in many instances have been 
considered to be lost, 


In the future it is hoped to reorganise the remaining 
collection under the guidance of the Division of Entomology. 
There will be no relaxation of the rules concerning access to 
the collection in the near future. 
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The type specimens other than insects collected by 
Macleay have been depositéd with the Australian Museun,

LIST OF NEW OR INTERESTING INSECTS IN 1.P.N.G. 
Antonina graminis (Mask.) (Pseudococcidae) = a heavy infest- 
ation contributed to the death of approximately 7 acres of 
para grass (Brachiaria mutica) on Erap Livestock Station, 
Morobe District, During January-February, 1969. 


Atherigona oryzae Malloch (Muscidae). Adults reared from 
larvae infesting rice seedlings and causing "dead hearts" 
at Bubia and Bumayong, Morobe District. 


Maliarpha separatella Ragonot, (Pyralidae). Larvae boring in 


Sugarcane stems and causing heavy damage to cane crops in 
the Markham Valley. 


Phaciocephalus sp. (Derbidae). Adults feeding on leaf sheath 
of sugarcane at Bubia and Maralumie, Morobe District, 


Teleclita striqata cinnamonea Rothsch. (Notodontidae). An 
adult was reared from a larva feeding on Terminalia catappa, 
Port Moresby area, April, 1969. 


Terastia sp. ? subjectalis Led. (Pyralidae). Larvae severely 
damanged an ornamental tree of Erythrina indica (variegated 
variety) at Waigani, Port Moresby area in May. 


Longitudinal tunnels had been bored in almost all shoots 

and young branches, which had died back and produced a stag- 
headed appearance. IT. subjectalis has been recorded once 
from cacao in the Territory, and other members of the genus 
are known as Erythrina pests in Indonesia. One specimen of 

a tachinid, as yet unidentified, was reared from the material.

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THE OLD "RED TIMBERED" LOG 


In a search for the ellusive Phalacrognathus muelleri 
Macl. some decaying logs were located in the volcanic rain 
forest areas on the Atherton Table’ands. These logs were 
mistakenly assumed to be "Red Cedar" because of the colour of 
the inner core, the outer layers of the logs being yellowish 
in colour due to fungus growth. The District Forestry Officer 
(Alan Gardner) had samples of the timber identified as 


"Scentless Rosewood" Synoum muelleri C.D.C. 


The working of the logs represents hard work with axe 
and tomahawk but on the whole proved rewarding. The following 
species were taken over a period of three months.

Members will be pleased to learn that in April Courtenay 
Smithers was awarded the degree of Doctor of Philosophy by 
Rhodes University, Grahamstown, 5S. Africa. His thesis 
title was "Phylogeny and classification of the Psocoptera",. 


Dr. J. J. H. Szent-Ivany (since his retirement from the 
Papua - New Guinea Administration (1966) Honorary Associate 
with the South Australian Museum (Adelaide) and Research 
Associate with the Bernice P. Bishop Museum (Honolulu)) has 
returned to his home city Adelaide on the 29th January, 1970 
after an obsence of more than 19 months most of which was 
spent overseas. He spent more than 10 months at the Bishop 
Museum Field Station at Wau (New Guinea) studying the 
biology of Geometridae and preparing the final manuscript 
of his comprehensive paper entitled: "Annotated list of 
insects associated with cultivated plants in the Territory 
of Papua and New Guinea with host plants and distribution 
records". From June to November 1969 Dr. Szent-Ivany contin- 
ued work on the above-mentioned two projects at the British 
Museum (Natural History), London. On the way from New 
Guinea to England he studied geometrids at Bangkhen Agricul- 
tural College (Thailand) and he paid a visit to the Museo 
Civico di Storia Naturale Giacomo Doria (Genova, Italy). 


Upon conclusion of work in London he studied Indo- 
Australian and other geometrids in the collections of a number 
of museums in Paris; Vienna; Bratislava, Czechoslovakia, 
Amsterdam; Leiden; Ottawa; Cambridge, U.S.A; New York; 
Honolulu and Australia. He also studied two private 
collections in France and Austria, 


During 12 months of the period spent overseas the 
geometrid project was supported by a research grant of the 
U.S. National Science Foundation given to the Bishop Museur., 
In this project Dr. Szent-lvany was assisted by his wife, 
Maria L. Szent-Ivany who worked with him as a research 
assistant and illustrator artist. After his arrival in 
Adelaide, in February 1970 he continued work on the manuscript 
of the last chapter of the above-mentioned paper on New Guinea 
insects pests and upon conclusion of this he plans to resume 
work on his geometrid project at the South Australian Museum.
